1. (C) PRESENT SITUATION IN Af - FIVE YEARS SINCE INVASION BY 

SOVIET FORCES 

A. (C) MORE THAR FOUR YEARS HAVE LAPSED SIKCE SOVIET FORCES 
INVADEO Ar Ok 21 DEC 79. HOWEVER. THE fIGHTIWG BEMEN SGVIET/Af 
GOVERNMENT FORCES A3© THE ANTIGOVERWNT GUERRILLAS IS AT A 
STALEMATE . THTRE ARE MO SIGNS Of AM END. DESPITE A CEASE-FIRE 
AGREEMENT MADE 8ETOEN SOVIET FORCES AMD SOKE Of THE GUERRILLA 
fORCES AND ALSO MEDIATION CONDUCTED THROUGH THE UNITED RATIONS BY 
Af AND PAUSTAN. 

B. (C) THE fOCLONrNG TEXT GIVES AM OUTLIME Of THE CURRENT 
•SITUATION IN Af W!CH INDICATES MO SIGN Of SETTLEMENT IN THE 
flGHTISG: 

(1) <C> INTERNAL STATE Of THE PDPA THE PDPA MAS fORHED IN 1955 
AND IN 196£ THE PARTY SPLIT INTO THE PARCHAK (RAGl fACTION AND THE 
IKALO (PEOPLE'S) f ACTION. THEY SPLIT BECAUSE Of TRIBAL DISPUTES AND 
CONFLICTS INVOLVING MHAT COURSE TO fOLLE*. THAT IS. SHOULD 
MARXISM-LENINISM BE ADOPTED AS THE PARTY'S DOCTRINE. SINCE THEN. 
BITTER CONFRONTATIONS HAVE REPEATEDLY TAKEN PLACE BETWEEN THESE TW 
fACTIONS DESPITE SOVIET MEOIATION. THE PARCHAM fACTION IS THE 
LEAOING fACTION MITHIN THE PDPA AKtUHE LEAOER Of THE FACTION IS 
BASRA* (UARMALh. MHO IS ALSO THE CHAIRMAN Of THE REVOLUTIONARY

(2) (C) SPHERES Of GOWTfiOt OfSOVIET/AF GOVERSMENT fORCES: 

THI UR HAS CONTRIBUTED ABOUT 100.000 TROOPS TO THE FIGHTING 
AGAINST THE ANTIGOVERIKENT GUERRILLA FORCES. AW) THESE TROOPS ARC 
ACTING JOIMTLY NITH THE Af GOVERNMENT TROOPS. SAID TO NUMBER ABOUT 
30.000. HOOVER. THE SOVIET/AF GOVERttENI FORCES MAINTAIN CONTROL 
OVER ONLY THE MAJOR CITIES OF AF (LttE IA8UL, IANDAHAR AMD HERAT) 
AND THE HAW ROADS DUE TO THE STRONG RESISTANCE OF THE GUERRILLAS. 

Off THE OTHER HAND, THE ANTIGOVERNKENT GUERRILLAS ARE SAID TO 
CONTROL THE GREATER PART Of THE LEADING REGIONAL CITIES 
(INFORMATION TAKEN FROH 12 DEC &3 l^Si Of US 8ENS AND NORLD 
REPORT).

SINCE THE FIGHTING IN Af IS AT A STALEMATE AND NEITHER THE 
SOVIET/Af GOVERWEKT FORCES MOfi THE ANTIGOVERIKENT GUERRILLA UNITS 
ARE ASLE TO GAIN A DECISIVE VICTORY. THE UNITED NATIONS (UN) HAS 
ADOPTED A RESOLUTION TO HEOIATE A SOLUTION. THE UR. PROBABLY 
FEELING THAT A MILITARY VICTORY IN AF NlLL 8E DIFFICULT TO BT 
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ATTAIN. HAS POSITIVELY flPWSSfO SUPPORT FOf MEDIATION Br THE UN. 
AS A RESULT Of THE UN RESOLUTION. TALIS WERE HELD BV OK SPECIAL 
EWVOY ((COROOVEZH WHO MET SEPARATELY WITH THE PAKISTAN FOREIGN 
MINISTER. UYAQUC KHAND AND AT FOREIGN MINISTER ((DOST)J IN 
6EWEVA. UP 70 NOW. TALIS WERE HELD OK THREE SEPARATE OCCASIONS - 
JUN 8:. APR 83 AND JUN 83. DURING THIS ROUND Of TALIS. BOTH UR/Af 
AND PAKISTAN AGREED TO THE FOLLOWING UN MEDIATION PROPOSALS: 
PHASED WITHDRAWAL Of SOVIET TROOPS; STOPPAGE Of THE SUPPLY Of 
WEAPONS TO THE AFGHAN ANTIGOVERWENT GUERRILLAS FROM PAKISTAN; 
OPENING OF THE BORDERS BETWEEN AF. IRAN AND PAKISTAN TO FACILITATE 
THE RETURN OF AFGHAN REFUGEES FROM THESE TWO COUNTRIES; 
NONINTERVENTION BY THE US. CH AND UR AND GUARANTEE Of AF'S RIGHT TO 
SELF-DETERMINATION. HOWEVER. IHtSt TALKS ARE DEADLOCKED OUE TO 
BITTER CONFRONTATIONS BETWEEN UR/AF AND PAKISTAN. THE UR/Af 
GOVERWEIfT STATES THAT NONINTERVENTION BY FOREIGN COUNTRIES IN THE 
INTERNAL AFFAIRS Of Af MUST FIRST BE GUARANTEED BEFORE WITHDRAWAL 
OF THE SOVIET TROOPS. AND PAKISTAN INSISTS THAT WITHDRAWAL Of 
SOVIET TROOPS MUST BE THE PRIMARY CONDITION FOR A BLANKET 
SETTLEMENT Of THE ISSUE. NO CONCRETE PROGRESS HAS BEEN MADE SINCE 
THE POSTPONEMENT OF THE FOURTH ROUND Of TALKS SCHEDULED LAST 
AUTUMN. THE AF ISSUE HAS THUS REMAINED UNSOLVED FOR A LONG TIME 
AND SOME PEOPLE THINI. THAT THE Af INCURSION HAS A GREAT POSSIBILITY 
Of TURNING INTO ANOTHER VIETNAM WAR (INFORMATION EXTRACTED FROM 
29 DEC 83 ISSUE Of FAR EASTER* ECONOMIC REVIEW.. 
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
